minifters, and “abliged to yield unwillingly 
to. the abhorted eiibrace. Upom chefe ac- 
cafions a momentary diftradiog would poffels 
histmind, which would vent i in a mut. 
tered curfe ayainft the violater of his right. 
Atanother time he would fancy that he taw 
her fuatch the pouiard from the fide of her 
imperious owner, aud plunge it into her owft 
betom, preferving by the defperate deed her 
honour upfullied® 

While Alonzo tortwPg] himfelf with thele 
imaginations, the heart of Leonora was not 
in a more tranquil itate. ‘Her. apprehentions 
were kept awake, not ofly by the impatiencé 
of her, new mafter, whofe impetuous will 
the knew it would not long be in her power 
to withftand, but by her fears for him om 
whofe account fhe had abandoned her native 
country, As Alonzo frequently indulged 
the wanderings of his imagination in the 
inanner jot difcribed, Leowore couldaét, ar 
times, avoid giving way to fimilar excirfions 
of the mind. Sometimes fhe beheld him 
chained to the oar, and fainting under the 
uuremitted toil, Sometimes the faw him, 
coupled toa flave of vulgar manners, la- 
Scouring in the qoarry or helping to rear a fogs 
tification ; and wot enly fmarcing under the 
lath of a crue! overfeer, bur turning with 
“ipatt from his ill. bred companien. 

a this madimer were the reat ills of thefe 
unfortanate lovers too ofter augmented by 
the power of rhe imagination. i'n the mean 
time, Don Migvel, whofe progrefs had been 
retarded by contrary winds, arrived on the 
coaft; and fome of his crew being well ac. 
Quainted with TFonis and its environs, he 
landed, inder cover of the night, within a 


fhort diltance from the gardeu wall of the 
t Dey’s palace. 


No ene bat the moft defperate of men 
would have engagéd in fuch an undertaking ; 
and the smoft fanguine only, would have 
flattered himfelf with its focceeding.

By the Britifh Packet, Chefterfield, Capt. 
‘Fones, in 49 days from Falmeuth, we 
bave received the following interefing 
Intelligence. 

Loxpon, Odober 4. 
Extra of a letter from Oftend, Sept 29. 

** From the combined army, under the com- 
ut and of the Duke of Brunfwick, we have, this 
day, received very great and authentic news. 
After the defeat of Demourier and Kellerman’s 
army, the French evacuated Chalons, and the 
Duke of Brunfwick tock poffeflion of it on the 
22d inftant, on the 24th Rheims turrendered ; and 
when thofe accounts came away the advaacec 
guard of his army was at Meaux, about twelve 
leagues from Paris, where it is expedted to be early 
in Ottober. 

** This afternoon, a letter was fent exprefs to 
our Magiiirates from Brafleis, bearing the impor- 
tant intelligence, that General Damourier’s army, 
confitting of 25,000 men, have been turrounded 
by the Avftrians, ead have been necefhiated to lay 
down their arms, and furreoder at difcretioa. 
This we have little reafon to doubt the truth of, 
as it comes from a refpectable quarter.” 

Confident reports were in coufiderable circula- 
tion yelterday, that exprefles had been received 
by feveral hovles in town, not only confirming the 
former acccunts of Dumourier’s army being fur- 
rounded, and obliged to lay down their arms, but 
that the combined forces were within a very few 
miles of Paris. —Mr. Tayler, the Miafler of 
Lloyd’s Coffee-Houle. ycfterday afiernooa went 
to the Secretary of Stace’s Oiice, to commuai- 
cate the fubRance of advices trom the houfe of 
Mefirs. Minet and Pector, at Dover. They mea- 
tion that by feveral periens landing there from 
Boulonge, the intelligence isconfrmed, that the 
army of Dumourier has aétually laid down their 
arms. ‘That in coniequence people were from all 
parts crowding to emberk; the Duke of Bruaf- 
wick being fearcely twenty miles trom Paris. 

A gentleman jolt arrivec from Paris, by way 
of Boolonge, lett the Capital oa Mouday morn- 
ing early, when news was there made kaown of 
Damosricr’s having offered to capitulate; and 
that it was further reported, mot only that he had 
aually done fo on the Dake of Bruafwick’s own 
terms, bot that the Pruffians were within nine 
mi'es of Paris. 

We yefterday received the Paris newfpapers of 
laft Saturday, but net a fyllable is mentioned ia 
them either of the capture of Demourie:’s army, 
nor of the combined armies having takea poffef- 
fion of Chalons and Rheims. ‘This is net to be 
wondered at. The French Gazeites are prohib- 
ited from publifhing any circumftance that tends 
tothrow difgrace on their arms. The news of the 
capture of the two places above mentioned, mult 
have been knewn in Paris feveral days.

«¢ The French effairs grow daily more ferious ; 
the Pruffian army has advanced beyood Chalons, 
which was the principal! rendezvous of tbe French, 
who retreated in great diforder. The Duke of 
Proofwick approaches Paris, by flow and cautious 
marches and it is imagined he will reach it about 
tle 19 of OSober, riots andthe moit abominable 
mealares continue im that devoted city. As the 
Psuflians approach it is expected the mob will be- 
come outrageous, that the murder of the King 
and Queea cannot be prevented, and that the city 
wil! probably bo plundered and deftroyed. The
